How many of you farmers 
have seen the grass plots on 


the W.L.D. property or those 
on the Stoodley farm? If you 
haven't done so, do it at once. 

All the above plots have re- 
acted to conditions as we ex- 
pected. The two on_ irrigated 
land are rugged and growthy. 
Surprising as it may seem the 
dry land plots are exceptional 
and some of the grasses grew 
better than was expected. Re- 


ference here is made to Timo-' 


thy and Reed Canary Grass. 
The farmers tributary to the 
Stoodley farm should make .a 
special effort to study the plot 
Crested wheat- 
grass and Creeping Red Fescue 
are very good. I did not expect
